Maryland Futurity 

This year’s running of the Maryland Futurity, 
at Laurel, drew the biggest field yet for the race, 
and the best race, from the spectator’s stand¬ 
point. It is true that possibly the best of the 
Maryland-bred juveniles, Dick Christmas’ Solvit, 
was ineligible, and it is true that the time of the 
race was not startling, yet the field finished well 
together and furnished a horse race throughout. 
There was nothing of one horse galloping to an 
easy win over a sraggling field. 

Twelve faced the starter with Alfred Vander¬ 
bilt’s Balkan War off first, soon to give way to 
Chester F. Flockley’s Mystery Miss, who led the 
field to the head of the stretch. From then on it 
was a ding-dong race between the ultimate win¬ 
ner, W. L. Brann’s bay colt Challedon, by * Chal¬ 
lenger II out of Laura Gal, and Major Ral Parr s 
War Moon, who was beaten a neck for the first 
place. Mystery Miss saved third place by three 
lengths from Balkan War. The race was worth 
$4,720 to the winner, who ran the six furlongs in 
1.13 2/5 and is trained by Louis J. Schaefer, 
former jockey who has handled the Brann horses 
for the past year or so. 

The Futurity winner, pedigree of whom is 
appended, was bred at Glade Valley Farm, for¬ 
merly known as Branncastle Farm, by his owner, 
and is out of Laura Gal, a daughter of *Sir Galla- 
had III and Laura Dianti by *Wrack. The dam 
was sold by Wm. Woodward, her breeder, in one 
of his mare sales at Saratoga to the Branncastle 
partnership of Brann and Castle.

Racing 

October is always a busy month with hunting, 
showing and racing overlapping so that it is vir¬ 
tually impossible to give due attention to all. The 
month commenced with the Capitol Handicap 
at Laurel, than which there is no lovelier racing 
spot in the fall of the year in this whole country. 
The Capitol went to J. Yancey Christmas’ South¬ 
ern Maryland-bred Rough Time, by Grand Time 
out of Sandtrap by Trap Rock, winner of the 
event a year ago. Rough Time’s pedigree was 
given in our October issue. 

Second stake of the meet was the Richard 
Johnson Stakes, named in honor of the track’s 
former president, and won by William Wood¬ 
ward’s Belair Stud entry, Johnstown, which son 
of Jamestown is a half brother of the good filly 
Jacola, both having the *Sir Gallahad III mare 
La France, which Mr. Woodward sold to Arthur 
B. Hancock while the mare was nursing Jacola, 
as their dam. 

The Governor Ogle Steeplechase, poorly sup¬ 
ported, went to Rokeby Stable’s Good Chance, 
the companion jumping stake, the Chevy Chase, 
run a week later, going to Thomas Hitchcock’s 
Annibal. 

First big day of the meeting was Saturday, 
October 15, when the Maryland Futurity and 
Laurel Stakes were co-features. Of the Futurity 
I have written elsewhere. The Laurel was a gal¬ 
loping victory for the fleet filly Jacola, a daughter 
of *Jacopo, a sire whom I have consistently 
'plugged” since his importation. With Seabiscuit 
well beaten into second place and such as The 
Chief, Aneroid, Masked General and Nedayr 
trailing, the class of the field can well be seen.

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While William Woodward was not present, be¬ 
ing in New York where Johnstown was winning 
the Remsen, his influence was notable during the 
day’s sport inasmuch as Belair Stud’s Gravilla, 
by Gallant Fox, won the second race, at a mile- 
and-a-half in the Woodward colors; Laura Gal, a 
daughter of *Sir Gallahad III sold to the then 
Branncastle Farm by Mr. Woodward produced 
Challedon, Futurity winner; finally, the Wood¬ 
ward-bred Jacola won the Laurel Mile. 

The Selima, drawing as ever, the best juvenile 
fillies of the year, produced a splendid contest. 
Black Helens’s little sister. Big Hurry, by Black 
Toney out of La Troienne, scoring a decisive vic¬ 
tory over Inscoelda and Dinner Date, the field of 
sixteen being too many for the gate, two regular¬ 
ly and the bad actor Miss Brief being on the out¬ 
side. The start of the Selima, right in front of 
the stands, was a fine sight, though it must have 
been a bit of a trial to Starter Jim Milton. The 
companion feature of the day, the Maryland 
Handicap, for second season performers, at a 
mile and a quarter, proved Jacola as good at 
that distance, and with more weight, than she 
was at the mile distance of the Laurel. The filly 
galloped to victory again, over two Maryland- 
breds in Major Ral Parr’s Hypocrite and W. L. 
Brann’s Aethelwold (which is not by *Aethel- 
stan, as might be supposed by his nomenclature, 
but is another of those good ^Challengers).

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Stallion Notes 

The arrival of a new sire in Maryland is soon 
to be announced by Frank A. Bonsai, Jr., at whose 
farm will stand in 1938 the bay horse Petee 
Wrack, foaled in 1925 and a good son of * Wrack 
and Marguerite by Celt. A winner of 12 races 
and $98,990, including the Travers, Suburban 
and Metropolitan Handicaps, Petee Wrack has 
sired the stakes winners Columbiana and Sir 
Emerson as well as many winners. Petee Wrack 
is a half brother of the great racehorse and sire 
Gallant Fox, and thus to the Fox’s youngest 
brother, Foxbrough II, winner of the Middle 
Park Stakes and hailed as best two-year-old in 
England. Petee Wrack is a strongly made, rugged 
horse of great scope, and has sired some grandly 
made, big foals. In his new role he should get 
some fine jumping stock in Maryland. 

# # * * 

No stallion in Maryland has had less of an 
opportunity for his foals to show their racing 
worth than High Strung, whose choicest get for 
some seasons were expropriated by the four 
Gerry boys for their polo strings, from their 
father’s racing string. The chestnut son of High 
Time, who never looked better, is leading the 
Maryland sires in races won by two-year-olds, 
with four winners of twelve races from five 
starters, the non-winner having placed third. Col¬ 
lectively the four winners have earned $7,750.

Balko, black speedster from Sagamore, will be 
seeking a new home by the time these lines see 
print. A very handsome horse, and as fast a race¬ 
horse as one is likely to see, *Omar Khayyam’s 
son goes at auction at the Pikesville sale on Mon¬ 
day night, November 7. Balko has sired a num¬ 
ber of stake winners, including Speed to Spare, 
Irrepressible and Balking, who set a new world’s 
record as a two-year-old at Santa Anita. The 
winners by Balko are many, he having a high 
percentage of successful performers.

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Maryland Hunting 

We had hoped to he able to present to our 
readers at this time, when hunting is getting 
started for another season, a story of Maryland's 
various packs and some of their personalities. 
Unfortunately we have been unable to get any 
assistance from the hunting men themselves, in 
this task. Moreover, the task of preparing the 
catalogue of the forthcoming sales left little or 
no time for preparation of the article in the of¬ 
fice. It is, then, with a great deal of pleasure, that 
we are able to reproduce, by special permission 
of the Baltimore Sunday Sun, an article by 
talented feature writer Katherine Scarborough, 
fully covering the field we had hoped to cover. 
We appreciate The Sunday Sun's courtesy. 

Out in the upper reaches of Baltimore and 
Harford counties, among the hills and along the 
streams of Howard and Carroll and through stra¬ 
tegic sections of the Eastern Shore foxes have 
charted the holes and whetted their wiles; long¬ 
eared hounds are in form; tackrooms are filled 
with the rumble of voices and the pungent smell 
of good leather; Thoroughbreds are stepping 
high. Add it all up and you have the opening of 
a new hunting season. 

Hunting today has a stronger hold on Mary¬ 
land than perhaps at any time since Colonial 
days, when practically every farmer kept a few 
hounds and hunted to exterminate the robber of 
his hen roost as well as for the fun he got out of 
it. Within a radius of forty miles of Baltimore 
four important packs—the Elkridge-Harford, 
the Green Spring Valley, the Howard and the 
Carrollton Hounds are now in the field. Across 
the bay the Foxcatcher Hounds in Cecil and the 
Corsica pack at Centreville also are full cry in 
pursuit of their traditional quarry. Numerous 
smaller packs, scattered throughout the State, 
contribute to the hazards of fox life in Maryland. 

These hazards, however, are not as great as 
they might be. Instead of stopping up the holes 
as is the custom in some other places where fox¬ 
hunting is a major sport, Maryland foxhunters 
are careful to do nothing which might diminish 
the supply of foxes and defeat their own ends. 

In this State the chase rather than the kill is 


the thing, and at the end of any season compara¬ 
tively few brushes can be produced to show that 
a creature has died victim of a thirst for blood. 
Foxes are never actually encouraged to take 
cover, of course, but they are given an even break 
and they usually make it. In consequence of this 
unwritten code a sort of rapproachement has 
sprung up, with the fox giving hunters and 
hounds a stiff time of it before he darts into the 
hole he has selected and calls it a day. 

In advance, prospects never looked better for 
a season of real sport. Foxes are more plentiful 
than they have been for years. Large sections of 
the countryside have been paneled (though there 
is still plenty more of this kind of work to be 
done) to keep horses and hounds from coming 
to grief over wire fences. 

There is promise of good weather—days when 
the air is cool and keen enough to make a gallop 
over rough country more stimulating than the 
most potent elixir, and clear enough to enable a 
keen eye to spot a fox a mile off if he ventures 
into the open. Rains have moistened the ground 
sufficiently to carry the scent and landowners 
are cooperating generously in permitting hunters 
to ride over their property. 

With the season going full blast after six 
weeks or so of cubhunting, there will be scarcely 
a day between now and late spring (except when 
the ground is covered with snow) that a hunt 
will not be in progress somewhere in Maryland. 
Fixtures are arranged to prevent overlapping as 
far as possible, for many of the more enthusi¬ 
astic riders to hounds hunt with several packs 
expressly to secure as much sport as possible 
during the week. 

Hunts are held both morning and afternoon. 
Except during the cubbing season there is no 
pulling out of bed at dawn to rout a fox from 
his den, or chase him across country a couple 
of hours before he has had time to digest the 
fruits of nocturnal foraging. Morning fixtures 
generally are set for 10 o’clock, when, the pre¬ 
sumption is, both fox and hounds will be in fine 
fettle and able to provide the field with the 
things it wants—hard riding, fences to jump, 
quick thinking, decisions to be made at a gallop 
and that fine sense of exhiliaration those things 
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distill in horsemen and women. 

Something indefinable but electric hangs in 
the air as the field gathers. Sleek-coated hounds 
with intelligent faces troop at the feet of thor¬ 
oughbred hunters carrying men in pink coats 
whose word is their law. Men and women, many 
of the latter on sidesaddles despite the popularity 
of the cross saddle among feminine riders, arrive 
by twos and threes on spirited mounts. Some of 
the horses have the significant red ribbon tied to 
the tail to warn the rest that here is a kicker. 
Automobiles drive up, with saddles and bridles 
packed on the back seat, and there is a wait while 
horses are made ready for the late comers. Pros¬ 
pects for the day are discussed. The weather is 
analyzed, pro and con. 

A long blast from the horn cuts suddenly 
across unfinished sentences. As his arm descends, 
the master of hounds turns his horse in the direc¬ 
tion of the first cover to be drawn. Hounds trot 


off sedately in front, aware that serious business 
is afoot. When the spot is reached there is a 
tense moment before they are given the office. 
Then, with the word, they are off, spreading fan- 
wise through the underbrush in search of their 
quarry. Seconds pass like years before a deep, 
hoarse roar announces that some old hound has 
picked up a scent. Instantly it is endorsed by 
the entire pack and the chase is on. For the next 
ten minutes or the next two hours, as luck runs, 
there is a primitive contest between man and 
beast which tests the physical capacities of both. 
In this State hunting has never assumed the 
ritzy aspect it presents in various other hunting 
communities and persists as a sport rather than 
as a spectacle. Each of the hunt clubs has its 
distinctive garb, but Maryland hunters are far 
more likely to show up at a meet clad in any 
riding clothes they happen to have than they 
are to appear in parade togs.

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This informality has been the subject of a 
certain amount of acid criticism, but, so far as 
can be observed, Maryland hunters are not im¬ 
pressed—or abashed. 

At the end of a run the field usually congre¬ 
gates at the clubhouse or at the home of one of 
the members for tea or cocktails or both. Now 
and then there is a hunt breakfast, usually in 
connection with some holiday, but these are 
private affairs and in no way a part of the activi¬ 
ties of the hunt clubs themselves. 

One of the most elaborate parties given in con¬ 
nection with this sport in Maryland took place 
last year at the home of Harvey S. Ladew, mas¬ 
ter of the Elkridge-Harford Hounds, and simu¬ 
lated the atmosphere of the old South with 
pickaninnies in pigtails and brightly colored cali¬ 
coes to pass the cocktails and 'mammies” in 
bandannas carrying trays of viands in on their 
heads. The Hunt Ball which follows the running 
of the Maryland Hunt Cup in the spring is the 
only large social affair issuing directly from or¬ 
ganized foxhunting in this State. 

In many respects foxhunting in Maryland re¬ 
sembles foxhunting in England. It was trans¬ 
ferred here from her shores by men who had 
hunted with the Quorn and had known Melton 
Mowbray, but it has not preserved (if it ever 
followed) the custom of "blooding” a young 
member at the close of his first day out by 
smearing his face with the gore of the slain fox 
after the brush and mask have been awarded. 

These, here as in England, usually become the 
property of some feminine member of the hunt 
to whom they are presented by the master and 
who regards herself as greatly honored in conse¬ 
quence. A ceremony borrowed from the mother 
country is a variation of the blessing of the pack 
at the beginning of the season by a country par¬ 
son who, with no sense of incongruity, was just 
as likely as not to join in the chase. In Maryland 
the entire field, in its best hunting regalia, pre¬ 
cedes the Thanksgiving Day hunt by attendance 
at church while horses and hounds wait impa¬ 
tiently outside. 

Growth of interest in foxhunting and the 
suitability of Maryland terrain for the oldest 
sport to take root in America has been produc¬ 
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tive of both tangible and intangible assets. Land 
values have jumped. Farms which, twenty years 
ago, were a drug on the market have found 
ready sale at good prices. Fine country houses 
have been built with extensive stabling and old 
landmarks rescued from oblivion. The Green 
Spring Valley club now occupies as its head¬ 
quarters the old Philpot mansion in the Worth¬ 
ington Valley, which it has rescued from disinte¬ 
gration and put in good condition. 

The old Iglehart place at Glenelg has taken 
on a new lease of life as the home of the Howard 
County Hunt. And several hundred men have 
been given employment at good wages.

The 
runner-up trophy went to Jack Sadler Jr.’s Toots, 
who came from behind with a tremendous rush 
at the Pikesville show to nose out Orlando Rid- 
out’s good mare Glen Colleen, whose owner had 
to keep his mare at Harwood for the Southern 
Maryland shov/ that day, thereby probably los¬ 
ing his award. The points were. Toots 54, Glen 
Colleen 53. 

In the pony division the competition between 
the two tops was much closer, though one showed 
in the small pony classes, the other in the larger 
classes. The winner was Mrs. Graham Boyce’s 
Sugar Lump, long a consistent winner, and usual¬ 
ly ridden by Jerry Kilby. Sugar Lump had 148 
points to his credit against Anne Chew Green’s 
Miss Virginia, ridden by her owner or Hurst 
Bosley, who had 123 points. Mrs. E. H. Buck’s 
Black Buddy, with 64 points, trailed the leaders.

New England Notes 

Though we may not have drawn the ex¬ 
tremes in horseflesh at this second and final 
Rockingham meeting of the year, we certainly 
have in weather conditions. The first half was 
marked by excessive rainfall which was cli¬ 
maxed by the first genuine hurricane in New 
England history. So fierce was it that the racing 
program had to be curtailed for the first time 
in the history of racing in Yankeedom. Con¬ 
siderable damage was inflicted on track property 
as well as on the mutuel handle since travelling 
facilities were crippled for some time after the 
storm. One of the more unusual incidents of the 
blow occurred during the running of the sixth 
race when Warren Yarberry, leading jockey of 
the New England racing season, was hurled off 
the back of Singing Slave by the force of the 
wind. Luckily the youngster was not seriously 
injured. 

In direct contrast the second half has seen 
Dame Nature showing her more generous side. 
Clear, crisp, sunshiny days made it a pleasure 
to attend the races. Even the most callous and 
hard-bitten reflected their surroundings with an 
unusual sparkle in the eye, and spring in the 
step. It is autumn in New England at its best. 

As I intimated above, the calibre of the horses 
at this meeting was not so high as the last. Such 
a condition was hardly unexpected since the 
Maryland and New York tracks were bound to 
draw many of the better stables. Notwithstand¬ 
ing such handicaps almost every race found a 
well matched group entering the gate to match 
strides. As reported in the last issue of the 
magazine, Yancey Christmas’ Rough Time won 
the first important stake of the meeting. The 
Colonel Arthur J. Pierce Handicap run at six 
furlongs. It was a grand performance by a dead 
game colt. 

As is usual Maryland-bred and Maryland- 
trained thoroughbreds won their percentage of 
the purses. R. H. New’s Helen’s Lad by Ladkin- 
Helenita and Mrs. V. Wyse’s High Place by 
High Strung-Courtly were easy winners in the 
two-year-old division. Among the three-year-old 
winners were to be found Mrs. M. Barrett’s Harp 
Weaver by ^Challenger Il-St. Prisca, R. A. 


Coward’s Steel King by *Sir Grey steel-Jeanne 
Adele, and C. E. Miller’s May Music by *Sir 
Greysteel-Marlene. Sun Egret’s younger half- 
brother Never Right, owned by Mrs. F. Am¬ 
brose Clark of New York, won the first race of 
his career at this meeting. In conformation this 
youngster is a carbon copy of his more illus¬ 
trious brother. He is by * Jacopo out of the good 
mare, Polly Egret. 

Among the trainers Marylander Bill Irvine 
continues to be among the leaders. Among some 
fifteen starters Bill had thirteen horses finishing 
in the first four which, to the untutored, are 
money positions. Bill has made many friends 
here in New England by his likeable personality. 
The veteran trainer of Sun Beau has lost none 
of his skill and efficiency as a conditioner of 
the racers. From New England, Mr. Irvine will 
ship to California for the winter season. Another 
prominent Maryland trainer-breeder to win a 
number of purses was Arthur Hullcoat, known 
for years as one of the best of his profession. 

And so we say adieu to Rockingham for the 
year 1938. In the face of disheartening adversity 
the management went through and presented 
some of the best racing seen in this corner of 
the racing world. For such courage as it dis¬ 
played when the outlook was blackest this de¬ 
partment doffs its battered chapeau.

Blood 

The following notes on the subject of horses^ 
blood, which is becoming of more and more in¬ 
terest to veterinarian and layman alike, were 
written for The Maryland Horse by the man 
who has been in charge of the work at the 
University of Pennsylvania, Dr. A. H. Craigie, 
Jr. Maryland horses have been the chief source 
of material for Dr. Craigie’s work, from which, 
in time, much of value will of a surety develop. 

Speaking of horses and particularly of Thor¬ 
oughbreds and Standardbreds the word Blood 
may conjure different ideas in different persons 
depending on their particular experience with 
horses and their special interests. The term 
Blood Horse has a definite significance to the 
owner of fine stock, and Blood Lines are the topic 
of many a discussion where horsemen are gath- 
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ered. But for the moment, let us consider briefly 
the vital fluid that courses through the heart and 
limbs and brain of Thoroughbred and drafter 
alike, providing the energy and stimulus alike 
for deeds of great power in moving a heavy load 
as well as for the endurance and stamina neces¬ 
sary to carry plenty of weight over the line 
ahead of the field,—blood, the spring of life. 

Much has been done already and much more 
will be done to discover the secrets of the blood. 
Medical workers are redoubling their efforts in 
the direction of blood analysis in the diagnosis 
and treatment of human weaknesses. Inciden¬ 
tally much of their work provides direct infor¬ 
mation on the blood of dogs, rabbits, and the 
other laboratory animals, inasmuch as these spe¬ 
cies are commonly employed for experimenta¬ 
tion. But, unfortunately for the horseman and 
the veterinarian favoring equine practice, rela¬ 
tively little of this experimentation has been 
done on the horse. With a few notable excep¬ 
tions horse blood has been ignored from this 
standpoint, although what has been done sug¬ 
gests great promise for the future in blood 
analysis. 

It is interesting to recall that the first exact 
measurements of blood pressure were made upon 
the horse. An English clergyman, the Reverend 
Dr. Stephen Hales, published in 1733 results 
of his classical experiments which provide the 
earliest information on this question in any 
species. And similarly down the years the horse 
has been called upon from time to time to pro¬ 
vide medical information for use more in the 
realm of human medicine than for veterinary 
application. In the development of sera (anti¬ 
toxin and other forms of serum) the horse has 
been used extensively; and the modern physi¬ 
cian and his patient are daily indebted to the 
horse for the commercial production of these 
life-saving biologies. 

Indeed, little enough effort has been expended 
on the blood of the horse for the sake of the 
horse himself. His needs have been subjected to 
the more imperative human needs. But this 
condition cannot be expected to go on forever. 
Horsemen, veterinarians, and educators are 
realizing the need for information of this sort 


and the rich prospects to be expected from this 
field. Recently the Trustees of the University of 
Pennsylvania established in the School of Veteri¬ 
nary Medicine, at Philadelphia, a fellowship for 
the study of horse blood from the standpoint of 
the horse and his improvement. Work has been 
in progress on this fellowship since January 1, 
1938, chiefly with material gathered on Mary¬ 
land farms, and, while no reports have been pub¬ 
lished, the results have been most encouraging. 
It is hoped that from this beginning there will 
develop a widespread interest in the use of 
laboratory aids in the diagnosis and treatment of 
horses’ ailments, as is the case in the medical 
care of people. If the reasoning is sound it 
should be a most successful venture; the limited 
results so far obtained seem to confirm this con¬ 
clusion. No doubt in time to come laboratory 
examinations will be employed to save money 
for the horse owner in greater success with his 
young stock (to take but one phase of the prob¬ 
lem) and bring better results from his animals 
in training and in action by keeping a closer line 
on their internal condition.

Maryland Visit 

Some few years ago, after a trip through the 
Old Line State, I wrote in the racing press that 
"progressiveness” was the one word which best 
linked with the activities of Maryland breeders. 
But, like time, "progress marches on,” for since 
then, the stallion ranks have been increased by 
the addition of Discovery, Indentify, Tedious, 
*Kantar, Ned Reigh, Sun Circle, Mint Briar, 
Jean Bart, Charing Cross, * Alfred the Great, 
*Aethlestan, Economic, Glastonbury, Swash¬ 
buckler, War Gain, High Strung, War Hero, and 
Wave On. 

While there is no doubt that Discovery, *Kan- 
tar, and *Aethlestan will have a full season, the 
problem of some of the breeders sponsoring the 
others named, will be to secure a sufficient num¬ 
ber of mares to make the venture successful 
for themselves and their horses. On the other 
hand, these particular breeders fill a definite 
need for mare-owners who cannot aflford a ser¬ 
vice to Man o’ War, *Sun Briar, *Sir Gallahad 
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Ill, Neddie, and others, by placing a modest 
fee on Jean Bart or War Hero (Man o’ War); 
Charing Cross (Sir Gallahad III); Ned Reigh 
(Neddie); Sun Circle (*Sun Briar); Ladkin 
(Fair Play); and Mint Briar (*Assagai) the 
grandson of Spearmint out of *Sweet Briar II, 
sterling daughter of St. Frusquin. Finely-bred 
horses, every one of them, and more owners now 
grappling with the problem of pedigree pat¬ 
terns would do well to inquire into the possi¬ 
bilities they offer. 

During October, I made the first of a num¬ 
ber of trips, which will take me through Mary¬ 
land from end to end. On that first jaunt I 
visited Howard Buck’s Rocky Ridge Farm, Ma¬ 
jor Stryker’s Springfield Farm and The Pad- 
dock, where Major Drennan now houses Mint 
Briar. At Rocky Ridge Farm, some eighteen 
miles north of Baltimore, we inspected Ned 
Reigh, a young stallion who excited our interest 
for the fact that we virtually watched him grow 
to maturity and keenly followed his career as a 
racehorse. As is natural, he has filled out some¬ 
what during the past year, and is, today, a re¬ 
plica of his sire, Neddie. But as we slowly cir¬ 
cled him we could not help thinking that, though 
his future is in the lap of the gods, here, indeed, 
is a youthful stallion endowed with the all-im¬ 
portant assets of pedigree, performance and con¬ 
formation. A son of Neddie, who is acquiring 
a reputation for siring youngsters who mature 
early and keep running, he is out of Reigh Nun 
(imp. Sunreigh) dam of the winners. Veiled 
Lady, Dark Nun, Sun Cloister and Sun Abbott. 
The second dam was Friary by Friar Rock, and 
as we trace back in tail-female, we find many 
winners and producers of winners. As a race¬ 
horse, Ned Reigh was fast enough to twice de¬ 
feat Granville and Seabiscuit, and such as Speed 
to Spare, The Fighter, Wise Duke, Memory 
Book and others. One of the Kentucky Derby 
favorites, he contracted shipping fever en route 
to Louisville, and, as a result, was on the shelf 
for a considerable span. Although he returned 
entirely sound, it was finally decided to risk no 
injury due to his stud possibilities. Today he is 
at Rocky Ridge, and in promise a worthy repre¬ 
sentative of his sire. Given half a chance, he 
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should prove a successful addition to the Mary¬ 
land stallion ranks. 

For quite a few seasons past, I have enjoyed 
a stop at Major Stryker’s establishment. Here, if 
I may say so, is a breeder who loves his horses 
and besides knowledge, has a keen eye. He 
loved old Trojan, and I am not at all surprised 
in his faith in Sun Circle, for, in my opinion, 
the latter is one of the best bred sons of *Sun 
Briar standing in this country. He is out of 
Conference (dam of the winners, Sunference and 
Sun Audience); second dam. Audience (stake 
winner and dam of Whisk Broom II); third 
dam, Sallie McClelland by Hindoo, and fifth 
dam, immortal Maggie B. B. by Australian, dam 
of Harold, Jaconet and Iroquis. 

In his first crop of three foals (two-year-olds 
of 1930), Sun Circle begot A1 Neiman, a win¬ 
ner of 42 races and $29,750 and Neverfade, a 
winner of 24 races and $17,240. Since then, he 
has been represented by such winners as Circle 
Roman, Fritter Circle, Suncircle Trail, Source 
Circle, Suncircle Blaze, and others. A solid type, 
with splendid legs, he has many of the charac¬ 
teristics, especially the fighting head, of his sire, 
*Sun Briar. His first crop at Springfield are a 
sturdy, well-developed band who should give a 
good account of themselves on the racecourse. 
Major Stryker has encouraged the development 
by giving them a huge, rolling paddock in which 
they can run to their leg’s content. On the day 
I saw them, they took a grand gallop.

Our third visit, made in company with the 
Editor of The Maryland Horse, was to The 
Paddock, at Monkton, where Major Drennan is 
standing Mint Briar. Here is a horse who reflects 
quality of a high order. He was a fast racehorse 
and besides winning the Keene Memorial was 
one of the best of his years. He is by * Assagai, 
whose sire. Spearmint, was the best 3-year-old 
of his year in both France and England, just two 
of his victories being in the Grand Prix and 
Epsom Derby. In stud, among others, he begot 
Sentiment, the dam of Night Raid, who sired 
Phar Lap; Flying Spear, the dam of Lancegaye, 
sire of Cavalcade, and Plucky Liege, the dam of 
of *Sir Gallahad III and *BulI Dog. He also 
begot *Johren, *Over There, Spion Kop, *The 
Curragh and * Chicle. * Assagai was a winner 
of the Hampton Plate, and besides Mint Briar 
sired many stake winners. Mint Briar is out of 
that grand mare, *Sweet Briar II, and thus a 
half-brother to the famous stallions, *Sun Briar 
and *Sunreigh, the latter being sire of Reigh 
Count and Reigh Nun, the dam of Ned Reigh. 

To the close of 1937, Mint Briar had 22 
starters, 19 of which won 121 races. His get are 
popular, for in the past five seasons six of his 
yearlings have been sold at Saratoga for an 
average of $1,987, three of them bringing 
$4,200, $4,000, and $2,800. However, his forte 
appears to be that of a broodmare sire, for in¬ 
cluding his 1930 foals, he had thirteen fillies, 
and of those, eight produced fourteen winners 
to the end of 1937. One of them, Mintwina, was 
bred to the ill-fated Ladder, the resulting foal 
being Bunty Lawless, winner of the King’s Plate 
and Clarendon Plate in Canada, and a race at 
Saratoga this year. Today Mint Briar is a splen¬ 
did specimen and I feel sure he will continue 
to make good in Maryland if a sufficient num¬ 
ber of suitable mares can be sent to his court.

State Pulling Contest 

A summary of the State Championship Pull¬ 
ing Contest held at Hagerstown, Md. on Oc¬ 
tober 19 and 21, 1938. 

LIGHT WEIGHT CLASS—Teams weighing 
under 3,000 lbs. and under sixteen hands. The 
team owned by Mr. J. Natwick won the Light 


Weight Class by pulling 2,900 lbs. the full dis¬ 
tance of 11 Vi ft. The team indicated that they 
could pull more than this but Mr. Natwick did 
not want to try them further. This team was a 
pair of seven year old roan geldings which had 
previously won the Light Weight Class at the 
Timonium Fair. They weighed in at Hagerstown 
2,985 lbs. and stood at 15 hands 3%" and 15 
hands iVk" respectively. 

After Mr. Natwick’s team came two teams 
from Pennsylvania who were not qualified for 
the State Championship Contest. One was owned 
by Mr. Porter of Eighty-four, Pennsylvania, and 
pulled 2,750 lbs. the distance of 27' 6". This 
team holds the Pennsylvania state record at 2,- 
900 lbs. Mr. Eckels of Scenery Hill, Pennsylvania 
pulled 2,750 lbs. the distance of 12' 5". Then 
came Mr. Roy Shank of Washington County, 
who was second in the Maryland Championship 
Contest, pulling 2,550 lbs. the distance of 2' 10". 

Third went to Mr. Dudley Tenant of Harford 
County, pulling 2,350 lbs. the distance of T 10". 
Mr. Marvin Forward of Harford County was 
fourth, pulling 2,250 lbs. the distance of 26' 8". 
Fifth went to Mr. Hubert Moore of Washington 
county, pulling 2,000 lbs. the distance of T 7". 
Sixth went to Mr. Earle Barkdoll pulling 1,500 
lbs. the distance of 271 / 2 '. 

There was an unusual amount of interest dis¬ 
played in the contest and it was estimated that 
approximately five thousand people were present 
at the Light Weight Championship. The 2,900 
lbs. pulled by Mr. Natwick establishes a new 
state record for Light Weights. 

HEAVY WEIGHT CLASS—The first two 
teams in the contest were Pennsylvania teams. 
Mr. John Horr of Claysville, Pennsylvania pulled 
3,400 lbs. the full distance of llVi • He then 
hooked to the machine set at 3,975 lbs. which is 
the national record established a few weeks ago 
in Michigan and pulled the dynamometer 17 ft. 
when the wheels began to slide, ending the pull. 
Twenty men on the truck and heavy set of chains 
on the dual wheels were not sufficient on the 
slippery grass to allow the team to pull the full 
distance of 27V^'. Most of those at the ringside 
seemed to think that the team would have gone 
the distance, if it would have been possible to

have gotten proper traction with the truck. This 
team of Mr. Horr’s was made up of a six year old 
roan Belgian gelding weighing 1,900 lbs. and 
standing 15 hands and a seven year old 

gray Percheron gelding weighing 1,890 lbs. and 
standing 16 hands 

Second to Mr. Horr was Mr. J. Eckels of 
Secenery Hill, Pennsylvania, who pulled 3,400 
lbs. the distance of 19' H". Third in the contest, 
but first in the State Championship, was Mr. J. 
Natwick’s team of Ellicott City, Maryland, who 
pulled 2,750 lbs. the full distance of llVi. This 
team could probably have pulled considerably 
more but Mr. Natwick did not want to try them 
further. The team is made up of an eight year 
old bay Belgian weighing 1,825 lbs. and standing 
16 hands 21/2", and a seven year roan Belgian 
mare weighing 1,725 lbs. and standing 16 hands 
1 %". 

Second, Mr. Roy Enfield, of Harford County, 
pulling 2,750 lbs. 26' 2". Third was Mrs. Calvin 
Shank of Washington County pulling 2,750 lbs. 
the distance of 9". Fourth was Mr. Joe Smith of 
Carroll County pulling 2,500 lbs. 20' 6". Fifth 
went to Mr. C. E. Wilkins of Calvert County 
pulling 2,500 lbs. 17' 2". Sixth went to Mr. C. 
E. Wilkins of Howard County pulling 2,500 lbs.

Mrs. Ripley 
placed third with Poyer, by Polydor. In the class 
for mares suitable to produce a hunter, other 
than Thoroughbreds, Orlando Ridout s Glen 
Colleen, a fine show mare in hunter classes, won 
over Mrs. Myra Lineberger’s Chipmunk and 
Widerman Shepherd’s Hula Maid. The special 
trophy for this event was a medallion designed 
and presented by Southern Maryland’s horse 
sculptress, Mrs. Marjorie Emory Simpson. Ell- 
2 ora won the Breeders’ Championship, for the 
best purebred animal of any breed on the show 
grounds. In this event the draft horse judges join 
the light horse judges to decide on the award, 
the light horse judges being Fritz Boniface, of 
Belair, and Samuel Myers, of Westminster. 

The Elkridge-Harford 
The horse show at the Elkridge-Harford Hunt 
Club, held in connection with the club’s fall race 
meet, made up in quality what it lacked in 
quantity. Dominated by the pure-bred Belgians, 
there yet were shown some good grades. The 
Belgians shown by Harry G. Cannaday, of 
Sparks, won most of the awards, with the Wm. 
Schluderberg and Mrs. E. S. Voss entries taking 
the rest. There were no pure-bred Percherons 
on hand, though some grades of the breed. 

Frederick Percheron Show 
Eighty-eight Purebred Percherons and 35 
grade and purebred colts exhibited by 4-H Club 
Members were shown at the Frederick Fair this 
year.

New Jersey State Fair 

Though not a Maryland show the New Jersey 
State Fair put on the first good show of the 
Suffolk breed this section of the country has seen, 
and keen was the interest shown in it. The 
Suffolk classes drew more entries from more ex¬ 
hibitors than did either the Percherons or Bel¬ 
gians. The Maryland stud of Charles E. Rieman, 
of Phoenix, was represented by the stallion Ad¬ 
miral of Laurel, who was second in his class to 
the grand horse Riddlesworth Viscount, and the 
mares Orwell Sweet Briar and Rose of March, 
the latter fourth in a strong ring of mares. The 
Moon stallion, from Upwey Farms in Vermont, 
an outstanding horse anywhere, was easily Grand 
Champion Stallion. The Grand Champion Mare 
was a Kansas bred named Nellie, shown by L. B. 
Wescott, of Clinton, N. J. Capable Harry Hop¬ 
kins (not W.P.A.) did the judging. It was the 
enthusiasm of the Wescotts that got the New 
Jersey show put on, though Timonium would 
seem to be a more logical spot for such an ex¬ 
hibition, geographically speaking. Interest in 
the Suffolk is developing fast. There will be a 
good exhibit at the International Live Stock Ex¬ 
position of Suffolks, the Eastern lot, from Vir¬ 
ginia, Maryland and New Jersey, shipping in 
one group from Timonium, Md. A side line of 
Trenton’s Suffolk show was the presence on the 
grounds of the immense Pat, pure-bred Suffolk, 
whose photograph we present herewith. Pat lays 
claim to the title of the world’s largest purebred.

*CHALLP:NGER II was unbeaten as a two-year-old in England. He won the Clear- 
well Stakes at Newmarket with 133 pounds up and the Richmond Stakes at Goodwood 
with 122 pounds up. 

In thirteen renewals of the English Derby to 1936, sons and grandsons of Swynford 
have won six times; have been second three times and third once. 

In the six renewals of the Kentucky Derby from 1931 to 1936, son of Swynford 
produced three of the winners. 

Four of the English Derby winners were by Swynford’s great son, Blandford. A 
reference to Blandford’s pedigree will show ^Challenger II to be bred more like Bland¬ 
ford than any other horse in the Stud Book. Gondolette is also the dam of Sansovino, 
a son of Swynford, winner of the English Derby and now a very successful sire. 
Gondolette is grandam of *Pharamond II and ♦Sickle. 

Through his bottom line *Challenger II goes back to that great mare, Amphora, who 
was sister to Sundridge, sire of Sunstar, Sun Briar and Jest. 

♦CHALLENGER H was bred to twelve mares his first season. The produce was 
twelve foals; eleven of them raced. Ten of them have won and one has placed, among 
this is Challephen, stakes winner. 

♦CHALLENGER H’s second crop consisted of seventeen foals, d'hey were two-year- 
olds of 1936. All of them have won. Among them were Challite, Goya, The Schemer 
and Savage Beauty, stakes winners. 

♦CHALLENGER H’s third crop, two-year-olds of 1937 consisted of ten foals. Five 
of them have won, three have placed, two have never started to date. 

♦CHALLENGER IBs fourth crop, now two-year-olds, consisted of ten foals. Three 
of them have won, among them the stake winner Challedon, four have placed, and 
three have never started to date. 

♦CHALLENGER IBs first four crops consisted of forty-nine foals. Forty-three of 
them have raced. Thirty-five have won. Nine others have placed. Six have been 
stakes winners.

The month of September saw a total of 63
